Wisconsin Seeks a National Park 


Word from Washington Is that Con- 


gress is expected to authorize at least one 
or two new national parks this year. There 
now are 30 national parks, about half of 
which were established in the period be- 
tween 1910 and 1930. 


With more and more people living in 


crowded suburban areas there is more de- 
mand for parks and this demand evidently 
has been felt in Congress for Sen. Clin-i 
ton 
P. 
Anderson, 
D.-N.M., 
chairman 


of the Senate Interior and Insular Affairs 
Committee, says there is hope that four 
park bills will get through the Senate in 
the next few weeks. They will establish 
seashore parks at Cape Cod, Padre Island, 
Texas, and Point Rayes, Calif., and the 
Great Basin 
National Park in Nevada. 


There are possibilities 
of new parks in 


many other states, he adds. 


With that encouragement, Sen. Wiley 


is pushing hard for his bill in the Senate 
to establish the Ice Age National Park in 
Wisconsin. He is being strongly supported 
by Sen. Proxmire who is co-sponsoring 
the Senate bill and by Congressman Henry 
S. Eeuss, D.-Milwaukee, who hac a similar 
bill in the House. 


President Kennedy has urged Congress 


to expand federal recreational areas and 
Sec. of the Interior Stewart L. Udall is re- 
ported to have "big ideas" in the matter 
of expanding federal recreational areas. 
Director Conrad L. Wirth of the National 
Park Service said recently that the admin- 
istration was thinking of adding as many 
as 25 new national parks to the federal 
system. 


Many of the national parks have been 


located in unusual geographical areas but 
unfortunately most of them are in the 
West. The recreational areas most need- 
ed are for the people in the East and 
could easily be better located. Thus Wis- 
consin might have 
a strong appeal for 


those who object to the long distances that 
now must be traveled to many of the 
national parks. 


Aid to Education 


It seems to be almost a foregone con- 


clusion that Congress will sometime this 
term pass the President's aid to education 
bill. The success of the campaign to shov- 
el federal money into the nation's public 
schools, despite considerable evidence that 
it is not needed, is a result of congression- 
al fear of appearing to be opposed to edu- 
cation and is the old pork barrel technique. 


Southern 
congressmen, 
traditionally 


frightened at any sign of less state control, 
merely look at the figures which will give 
to their states considerably more than 
to the more wealthy northern states. This 
formula is possibly the only reasonable 
aspect of the bill; if some states are so 
poor they cannot educate their children 
properly, it logically could be the duty' of ' 
the other states to >help out. But there is 
no need whatsoever to allocate funds for 
the wealthier states—except that congress- 
men wouldn't vote for the bill otherwise. 


Wisconsin is one of the states that will 


have to pay out more money than it will 
receive. Wisconsin has been building ele- 
mentary and secondary schools at a rate 
that keeps up with the increased popula- 
tion; the \ salary schedule 
for teachers, 


while not as high as some states such as 
New York or California, is comparable to 
rates of others. Wisconsin does not need 
the $15 per pupil although it may have a 
greater need for it as income taxes of the 
state's residents are boosted to pay for the 
S26 or S27 per pupil that will be paid to 
states like Mississippi and Alabama. As 
the federal income taxes rise, it will be

Waupaca, Marathon, Shawano, Langlade, 
Lincoln, Oneida, Price, Taylor, Rusk, Chip- 
pewa, Washburn, Sawyer, Barron, Dunn 
and St. Croix counties in Wisconsin. 


One of the great needs is to provide 


recreational areas for such cities as De- 
troit and Chicago. The Wisconsin pro- 
posal should 
have a strong 
appeal for 


those interested 
in meeting the recrea-' 


tional needs of the huge cities in the mid- 
continent. In explaining his views on the 
matter, Sen. Wiley said, "Over-all I believe 
the establishment of an Ice Age National 
Park to preserve the unique and signifi- 
cant Kettle Moraine area would be a real 
boon to Wisconsin." 
There 
can be no 


question about the logic of the senator on 
this matter. He obviously is right. Wis- 
consin has a great future in tourism and 
the development of this ice age park 
would give it a lift in the development and 
use of its recreational facilities that de- 
fies the imagination.

The federal govern- 
ment cannot hand out money without con- 
trols and it should not. Perhaps the tradi- 
tional reliance upon local governments and 
standards for 
school affairs 
could be 


scuttled if there were any signs that edu- 
cation would be improved. There are not. 
It merely will be harder to make changes 
when they are immediately needed and 
there will be more falsification 
to get 


funds. 


The United States does not need feder- 


al aid to education as proposed in the bill 
now in Congress. But it looks as if we're 
going to get it.

As the tragic news of drownings begin 


to mount with the summer weather and 
the school vacations, the statistics show 
that a few simple rules carefully followed 
could cut the death rate. 


More than 5,000 people drowned in the 


United States last year. The majority 
were non-swimmers or poor swimmers. 
Only about 400 of the accidents were on 
home grounds and the majority were of 
small children left alone in bath tubs. A 
very small number drowned in back yard 
swimming pools which indicates that such 
pools usually are well guarded.

The experience with beer 
bars has 


been no better in other counties. The 
present law, which sets the age at 18 but 
permits local communities to raise the 
age to 21, has been unsatisfactory.

The 
mob action of teen-agers, when permitted 
to drink beer in taverns frequented large- 
ly by teen-agers, has been nothing more 
than disgraceful and certainly calls for cor- 
rective legislation. 


Obviously the first rule for water safe-

Seeks Discussion of Merits of 
Joint, Unified School Districts 


Editor, Post-Crescent: 


For several months a com- 


mittee consisting of representa- 
tives of the City of Neenah and 
of the six rural school districts 
surrounding the city has been 
studying the problem of con- 
solidating these districts 
with 


the city school district. This is 
to put our area in compliance 
with the state law which pro- 
vides that all school districts 
not now operating a high school 
must begin to do so, or join 
with a district so operating, by 
July 1962. The prupose of the 
law, to provide better educa- 
tional services to the young peo- 
ple of Wisconsin is, in my opin- 
ion, quite commendable. 


The general consensus among 


those who have given serious 
consideration to this question is 
that such consolidation would 
be the best of several available 
alternatives 
to assure 
high 


quality and broad public edu- 
cational opportunity to the peo- 
ple of the area. I am in full 
accord with this- position. 


It appears, however, that ef- 


forts to bring about consolida- 
tion of the rural and city school 
districts may come to a bad end 
over the question of govern- 
mental organization. I refer to 
the choice that exists between 
consolidation on the "joint" ver- 
sus the "unified" basis. In the 
joint system 
school 
financial 


matters including 
construction 


would be subject to review and 
acceptance by the city council 
acting jointly with the 
town 


chairmen. 


In our particular situation the 


council would have the majori- 
ty of votes. In the unified sys- 
tem, the Board of Education, 
representing the whole area, 
would , establish its 
budgets, 


plan and execute construction, 
and levy its taxes without ref- 
erence to other elected officials 
or bodies — control would rest 
directly with the people of the 
area. 


Residents of the rural areas 


argue, understandably, for the 
unified system. I am sure that 
!hey are motivated by the feel- 
ing that under the joint system 
they would not have fair repre- 
sentation and that educational 
affairs might be dominated by 
the city 
council. Many resi- 


dents of the city, equally un- 
derstandably, 
argue that 
the 


joint system is the only tenable 
arrangement. This is the ar- 
rangement which has existed in 
Neenah for many years. Every- 
one is used to it, and there is 
a tendency to feel that in going 
to a different system the city 
would lose some of its preroga- 
tives, and that there would be 
insufficient control over school 
expenditures. 


The time is rapidly appro*ach- 


Sng when a decision must be 
reached on this matter. I am 
taking this means of express- 
ing my view on the 
subject, 


hoping 
that 
this letter 
will 


stimulate 
private 
and public 


discussion that will accelerate 
cur communities' movement to 
a decision. Considerable reflec- 
tion and discussion have led me 
to the conclusion that the uni- 
fied plan would be the better 
arrangement for the long run. 
To those who will say that 
council review of school budg- 
ets is critically essential I will 
say that I am not convinced 
that this control is very effect- 
ive. Speaking as a former Nee- 
nah alderman who has worked 
through three school budget ses- 
sions, as well as several school 
construction programs, I must 
say that I never felt comfort- 
able attempting to pass judg- 
ment on the work of another 
body that I have always re- 
garded as very responsible. 


It is true that in each of these 


three instances amounts were 
deleted from the proposed budg- 
ets, but they were 
generally 


small fractions of the totals and 
might be regarded as token ad- 
justments. Actually, the council 
cannot exercise massive con- 
trol over school budgets be- 
cause it has no control over 


the use of the funds. With par- 
ticular reference to school sal- 
aries, which represent the larg- 
est item, the council exercises 
no control,over salary levels or 
administration., 


I have the strong conviction 


that going to consolidation un- 
der the unified plan, which 
would place responsibility 
for 


setting budgets and raising the 
necessary funds directly on the 
Board of Education, would have 
the effect of making the board 
more rather than less respon- 
sible.

Diverticulitis is a six-syllable 


word for one of the common con- 
ditions (note that I do not say 
"diseases") in people after 50. 


Technically, it is a disease. But

moie than we would consider flat 
feet a disease. Or a stomach ache, 
or a headache.

Little Poucbe» 


Diverticulitis: (Dye-ver-tick-you- 


LYE-tis) is the term we apply 
when one of these pouches be- 
comes infected. That's what the 
"itis" ending indicates. 


The little pouch (or pouches, be- 


cause there may be one, or two, 
or several) isn't in itself of any 
great importance. An estimate it 
that one-third of us past the age 
of 50 have them, sooner or later. 


Most of the tune the little weak 


spot, or pouch, causes no trou- 
ble, gives no sign of its existence. 


But when an infection or inflam- 


mation starts, a diverticulum be- 
comes of interest. 


Since so many of us have these 


pouches, sooner or later, and since 
more of us live to the age of 50 
(or to 60, 70, 80 or older than 
ever has happened heretofore in 
the woild) the law of averages 
persuades us that we should know 
about this condition. In the ma- 
jority of cases, we never know 
we have it. In some proportion, 
it becomes a nuisance. In other 
cases it can be a really serious 
problem. So tomorrow I'm going 
to talk about the more serious 
rather than the trivial instances. 
After all. who cares about a prob- 
lem unless it bothers him or her?
